Inadequate Supply of Heat Ex­ 
pected to Cause Much 
Suffering. 


HW m ENEMY STANDS 


People Have Less to Eat This Winter 
Than Last, Is B elief-T w o Fodder 
Discoveries— Disaffection 
in Austria. 


London.—Europe is going to lead 
the simple life this w inter and for a 
long time thereafter. 
There is not a 
country that does not now realize the 
yeal danger of extrem e food shortage. 
But food shortage is not the only or 
In most eases the worst of the men­ 
aces. The nations face and realize as 
never before the exhaustion of jill nec­ 
essary supplies. Although food will be 
scarce iu all countries, whether bellig­ 
erent or neutral, it is doubtful whether 
that will impose is much hardship on 
people as the shortage of fuel, writes 
Judson C. Willivor in the New York 
Sun. 
In Europe’s clim ate food is fuel to 
th e body quite as much as it is nour­ 
ishment. 
Sharply restricted supplies 
of food, and that of a doubtful qual­ 
ity and poor variety, might be endured 
if there were plenty of fuel. 
It is 
yrhen the supply of fuel, both outside 
and inside, falls below the necessities 
a f physical effort that people begin 
)to suffer. 
Europe has neither carbon for its 
food nor carbon for its fireplaces, and 
In some respects the northern neutrals 
ir e even worse oft than the belliger­ 
ents. 
Rations of im portant food nec­ 
essaries have been reduced by some of 
them even below' the amounts allowed 
In Germany. 
England is by far the 
best supplied country in the m atter of 
food, and the authorities are making 
desperate efforts to make the popula­ 
tion, realize that rationing will soon 
he compulsory unless food consump­ 
tion is considerably reduced. The food 
luthorities have announced a policy 
pf accum ulating sufficient reserve to 
[eed^, the country for three months, 
if no im ports shall be received 
iring this time. 
Question of Shipping. 
In the case of England it is entirely 
ft question of shipping. 
Big stocks of 
food have been gathered in Australia, 
•Jew .Zealand, Canada and elsewhere, 
there are no ships to bring them 
ie re . England is probably better bitu­ 
m ed in the m atter of coal supplies 
th a n any other country, but m ust di­ 
vide with its allies. France and Italy, 
fend so far as possible some of the neu­ 
tra ls hope to be taken care of from the 
E nglish mines. 
The German food situation is puz­ 
zling. 
Apparently the authorities are 
not nearly so confab ut about it as they 
L would like the public to believe. 
I he

In Germany, as in England, the irn- 
mediato result of the harvest was a 
groat increase in the m arketing of p o 
tatnos' v illi the consequence that in 
ninny places there were not storage 
facilities lo take (arr- of them. The 
fear is expressed flint ;t not Inconsider­ 
able port ion of the potato yield will he 
wasted, partly because of overconsump­ 
tion in tim agricultural areas a«d p art­ 
ly from inadequacy of storage facili­ 
ties. 
So from many German authori­ 
ties conies the warning that despite a 
big yield of tubers the coming winter 
is likely to see conditions quite as bad 
regarding them, and worse as to many 
other things than last winter. 
Ominous Suggestion. 
The ominous suggestion is made by 
some of the German food authorities 
th at it will not do to be too free with 
potatoes, because later it will be neces­ 
sary to mix more potato flour with ce­ 
real flour to stretch the supply. Also 
as there was a short crop of fodder 
throughout the country potatoes are 
likely to be required to feed domestic 
animals. 
The fear of such an event has caused 
widespread demand th at more hogs be 
slaughtered that they may not require 
to be fed with potatoes that the peo­ 
ple will need. 
The number of hogs 
In the country has been increasing this 
year, and the fact gives concern be­ 
cause the pig is an active competitor 
of ii munition worker or anybody else 
in the m atter of food requirements.

Meat Animals Show Advance of 
52.7 Per Cent in Year. 


Sheep, Lambs and Hers Have Far Ex­ 
ceeded Beef Cattle, Veal Calves 
and Chickens in Upward 
Price Movement.

(P re p a re d b y th e U nited S ta tes D epart 
m e n t o f A gricu ltu re.) 
Prices received by fanners for meat 
animals showed an increase of 52.7 
per cent in a year, according to the 
latest report to the U. S. department 
of agriculture. The report for cattle, 
sheep, and hogs is for the year ending 
September 15, and for chickens, Oc­ 
tober I. 
The advance for beef cattle per IOO 
pounds, live weight, was from $6.55 to 
$8.40, or 28 per cent; for veal calves 
per IOO pounds, from $8.77 to $11.08, 
or 26 per cent; sheep per IOO pounds, 
from $6.25 to $10.05, or.61 per cent; 
lambs per IOO pounds, from $8.22 to 
$13.06, or 59 per cent; hogs per IOO 
pounds, from $9.22 to $15.69, or 70 per 
cent, and chickens, from 14.3 to 18.1 
cents per pound, or 27 per cent. Sheep, 
lambs, and hogs have far exceeded 
beef cattle, veal calves, and chickens 
in the upw ard price movement at the 
point of production. 
The highest price at the farm per 
100 pounds, live weight, reached dur­ 
ing the year under review, was $8.70 
for beef cattle in May, $11.08 for veal 
calves in last September, $10.15 for 
sheep in May, $13.06 for lambs In last 
September, $15.69 for hogs 
in 
last 
September, and 18.1 rents per pound 
for chickens October I of this year. 
The latest farm price reported is the 
highest one of the year for veal calves, 
lambs, hogs, and chickens; the May 
price was the highest for beef cattle 
and sheep. 


IM PORTANT E F F E C T O F WAR 


Demand for Horses Has Not Been So 
Far-Reaching as Great Many Be­ 
lieved, Says Expert. 


That the effect of the war on the 
demand for horses has been im portant 
but not so far-reaching as many per­ 
sons have been led to believe, is the 
opinion of Dr. p .

TO P R EV EN T NOXIOUS PESTS 


Clemson College Bulletin Gives Plan 
.for Destroying Weed Seeds in 
Barnyard Manure. 


(C lem son C ollege Bulletin.) 
Barnyard m anure may become badly 
infested with weed seeds on account 
of hay will cli contains various kinds 
of se e d being fed to live stock. 
Too, 
often the land is infested with noxj 
ious weeds from this source. 
This danger may be overcome, says 
the agricultural extension division of 
Clemson college, by keeping m anure iii 
piles 6 to IO feet high from four to six 
weeks. 
The heat and ferm entation 
produced in such piles has been found 
to kill practically all the weed seed 
with the exception of a few on the sur­ 
face of the pile. These can also be 
destroyed by putting the surface ma­ 
nure under the bottom of a new pile. 
By this method the farm er may safely 
use the m anure from livery stables o r 
such other places. 


RUST W EARS OUT M ACHINERY 


Cost of Farm implements Can Be Re­ 
duced by Making Every Tool 
Last Much Longer. 


The price of farm machinery has 
been advancing for some time. 
The 
cost can be reduced by making every 
machine last longer. 
A large propor­ 
tion of farm machinery w ears out too 
soon because It is not given propet 
care and attention. 
More machinery 
is worn away every year by rust and 
w eather than by service. 
The life of 
any machine may be lengthened by 
protection from weather, good lubrica­ 
tion, and prompt attention to repalrs. 
Farm machinery frequently is left 
standing in the field throughout the 
w inter. Housing not only protects the 
Implements from rust but leaves them 
in good condition for use the follow 
ing season.

Loss of Young Animals Can Be Re­ 
duced by Cleaning Out Stable 
and Disinfecting.

From 6 to IO per cent of the young 
animals are lost each year from such 
infectious diseases as calf scours, hog 
cholera, blackleg, contagious abortion, 
navel ill of sucklings, distemper and 
other infectious diseases. 
Reduce this loss of young anim als 
from infectious diseases by cleaning 
tile stable thoroughly and disinfecting 
with whitewash to which hjis been 
added 2 per cent crude carbolic acid 
or 5 per cent coal-tar dip. 
This is 
easily applied to the wulls, ceiling and 
floors with a spray pump. 


FURNISH CHICKENS PURE AIR 


Windows of Hen Houses Should Be 
Kept Open During Middle of Day 
During Severe Weather. 


Open the hen house windows in all 
except the severest weather, during the 
middle of the day, so that the sun and 
air can get In and purify the house 
and give the fowls plenty of good air 
to breathe. If they can be made to 
exercise vigorously while the windows 
are open, they will not suffer any harm 
from the cold, even if it is severe, and 
will be healthy.

3,000 Men, Women and. Children 
Starved, Robbed, Enslaved or

Deported by Turks. 


The Hague.—One-half, or 800,000, 
lot the Armenian people who were un­ 
der Turkish rule at the beginning of 
the war have been 
slaughtered 
or 
__ red to death by Turks, according 
% an indictment issued here by sev­ 
eral 
influential 
Hollanders, 
among 
'whom are A. F. de Savomin Lohman, 
the Dutch minister of state, and Dr. 
Anton van Gyn, formerly Dutch minis­ 
ter of finance. 
In all, they assert, the Turks have 
deported 
1,200,000 
Armenian 
men. 
women and children, robbed them of 
all they possessed, massacred the men, 
carried off the women and girls to Tur­ 
kish harems and Kurdish villages, sold 
the children In the slave market and 
abandoned 
the 
remainder 
to 
slow 
death by starvation. 
“This remnant of the Armenian peo­ 
ple in Asia Minor,” says the statement 
of these neutrals, ‘‘Is a starving beg­ 
gar people, consisting in the main of 
old men and women and children. Tile 
number of children who, separated 
from their relatives, lie along the cara­ 
van routes or wander about the towns 
like dogs runs Into tens of thousands. 
It is scarcely credible that in the twen­ 
tieth century the extermination of al­ 
most un entire people under such ter­ 
rible circumstances was possible. But 
entirely trustworthy evidence of neu 
tral consular officials, of German and 
Swedish missionaries and teachers is 
available and puts the matter beyond 
all doubt.”

Here is a message A rthur Guy Lm- 
pey, an American .semis. you. 
Era- 
pey has been in the thirk «>t the big 
war. W ounded he returned to Amer­ 
ica and wrote 
‘Over the Top.’’ of 
which more copies have been sold 
than of any war book published in 
three years. 
Thousands of Ameri­ 
cans h a v e crowded halls to hear Em- 
pey tell of his 
experiences 
“ Over 
There." 
I had been slightly wounded in an 
atacK on the German lines, and hail 
b e e n 
sent 
to 
the b a s e 
hos­ 
pital at 
Rouen. 
The bed next to 
mine was empty. 
The sheets were 
turned d o w n , toe pillow was missing 
and a rubber sheet was laid across 
the center of the bed, the ends of 
which were neatly tucked tinder the 
matress. 
It was my first time in a 
hospital, but even to me, a recruit, 
it seemed that tile bed was specially 
prepared, was waiting for some spec­ 
ial case. 
I was right. 
It was. 
Iii the bed to my left was a Jock. 
Scot ic from the FI f ten th Royal Scots, 
or ‘ Ladies from Hell," as this par­ 
ticular Highland regiment was lov­ 
ing called by Fritz, 
our neighbor 
across No Man s Land. 
This Jock 
had lost his left foot from a shell 
burst. 
I asked him why the bed was 
made up in such a peculiar manner. 
He told me th at the occupant a Cana 
dian, was up in the pictures "opera­ 
ting room, having both hands am pu­ 
tated a t the wrist., and also that the 
C anadian was blind, caused by the ex­ 
plosion of a bomb while raiding tile 
•German trenches. 
In a b o u t half an hour four white 
I lot c d orderlies came dwn the ward 
carrying a stretcher* In the wake of 
I he stre tc h *-i ca me a Red Cross nurse. 
Thev halted before theunocupied bed 
on my right. 
Then I marveled at 
the efficiency and 
gentle way 
in 
which the wounded man transferred 


from the stretcher to the bed.

"u n d e rta k e r’s squad’’left, but 
the 
Red Cross nurse sat beside her pa­ 
tient, every now and then shooing 
a fly away from the bandaged head, 
or using a piece of gauze bandage to 
wipe away the white froth which con- I 
stantly oozed from the half openel 
lips of the bandaged form.
